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TBi AccoBut of India written by Mogns- 
thcnfis from bis personal knowledge of tho 
country ifl justly held to bo almost iaraln- 
abte for the light which it throws upon the 
obscurity of early Indian histoty. IThough^ 
unfortuiiatety^ not ojEihiiit in iU original 
form, it hfls novcrthcloss been partially 
prcfiorred by izienns of opitome# and quota¬ 
tions to ^bo found scattered up and down 
the writings of Turions ancient authors, 
both Greek and Koman. Dr. Schwanbeck, 
of Bonn, reudered bistorioal litorature a good 
serrice by collecting and arranging in their 
proper order theso detnehod fragments* 
The work thus rcconatructedj and entitled 
Mcffosihenu ludica, has now been bofore 
the world for upwards of thirty years. It has 
not, however, so far as I know, been as yet 
trnxishitodi at least into our language, and 
hence it is but little known boycud tho 
circles of the learned. The tniusbtion now 
oderedi which goes forth from the very birth¬ 
place of the original work, will therefore for 
tho first time place it within the reach of the 
gonend public*

jects. Tills feature of tho work will, I hopc^ 
roconunend it to the attendon of nadvo 
scholars wbo may be pursuing* or at least 
be interested in* inquiries wlilcb relate to 
the history and antiquities of tbeir own 
country*

I havo followed tbrougbont the system of 
GrotOj eamejjt only in translating from Latin* 
wbeo tho oommon ortbagraphy has been 
employed.

Behea a cluster of tiny dweliiog-boitsrs. seated 
not on sloping or level grounds where they cottld 
raaily be inundated, bnt on steep and lo^y 
citiinenccm. And in these, by boring out with 
untold skill oertaia eircuiu^us pammmgea which • 
remind one of the Egjpimu _burial-¥mUts or 
Cretan libyrinths, they so contriye the itnicture 
of their housea that none of the Unca niii 
straight, and it ii diflictilt for anything to enter 
them or tiow into theni, the vindings and per- 
forations being so tortuous. On the oiitaida 
they leave only a single nperture to admit tliem- 
selves and the grain which they collect and 
carry (o their store-chambers. Their object in 
selecting lofty sites for their mansions is, of

different nninmls pieced together. These hare 
their tails and the parts which are wreathed of 
great length, and have for feet cither claws 
or fins. I l^m further that they are amphihi- 
oil*, Bnd by night gr™ cm the poitore^fidds, for 
they cat grass like cattle and birds that pick 
up seetls. They have also a great liking for the 
date when ripe enough to drop from tlie palms, 
and accordingly they twjsi their coils, which ore 
supple, and large enough for llic purpose, arouud 
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time trcci, aiii] aluike llicnt «o ffolrJilly 
the (Intel cqbic ttiinblmg down, and allbril 
B welcome tepst, Tbeieaftcr when the itight 
kgiiia gniduftlly to wjuijb, but before there in yet 
elwr daylight, they diaapjiear by pluugitiR into 
theKaJuft M the first Hush of moniiit^ faintly 
illninmes its sur&cc. They any whales also 
fretjuent this aea, tUougli it hi not true that 
they ooine near the shore lying in wait for 
llitiDUiH. The dolphins are reported to be of 
two sorts—noe fierce and armed with sharp, 
porated t«tb, which givea endless trouble to the 
fisherznnii, and is of a remorBclcssly eruel dispoai. 
tioD, while tlw other kind u naturally mild ami 
tame, swims about b tbc fiishiest way, and is

Thev 
lAaVe the trench with a breadth ef fire fkthoma 
and a depth of four* But the earth which they 
throw out m the process of digging they heap njj» 
ill mounds on both ed;gea of the trenchp and use 
it as a wall. Then they make huta for theni' ^ 
seUes by excainting the wall on the outer Edge of 
the trench, nnd In these they leave loophales, 
both to admit lighh and to enable them to see
